Chicago,  April  13,  1903. 

Pursuant  to  call,  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  Society 
was  held  to-day  at  the  Hospital  Building,  President  Ernest  A.  Hamill,  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  presiding.     There  was  a  quorum  present. 

Mr.  Hill  read  his  report  as  Treasurer  for  the  year  expiring  April  1,  1903. 
On  motion,  duly  seconded,  this  report  was  adopted  and  referred  to  the  Audit- 
ing Committee. 

Dr.  Nesmith  read  his  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  which  was 
accepted. 

Mr.  Hamill  very  feelingly  referred  to  the  great  loss  sustained  by  the  Hos- 
pital through  the  death  of  Dr.  Chichester,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  appointed  a  committee  of  two,  consisting  of  Dr.  McCaughan  and 
Mr.  Hill,  to  present  suitable  resolutions.  Mr.  Hill  read  the  following  resolu- 
tion which  was  ordered  made  a  part  of  the  records  of  this  meeting,  and  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  family  of  Dr. 
Chichester. 

We  desire  to  put  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the  worth  and  work  of  the 
Rev.  W.  J.  Chichester,  D.D.  He  was  one  of  our  most  regular  attendants  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  his  wise  counsel  was  always  appreciated 
and  will  be  much  missed.  His  tact  and  energy  were  always  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Hospital.  As  Chairman  of  the  Presbyterial  Committee,  in  charge  of  Hospital 
matters,  he  was  tireless  in  his  efforts  both  by  letter  and  personal  interviews  to 
secure  generous  support  for  the  institution  from  every  congregation  in  the  city. 
We  shall  sadly  miss  his  genial  presence  and  his  gracious  influence  from  our 
future  gatherings. 

We  extend  our  sympathy  to  Mrs.  Chichester  in  her  sad  bereavement,  and 
commend  her  to  the  care  of  the  God  who  comforteth  them  that  are  cast  down.

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  reports  of  the  President,  Treas- 
urer and  Superintendent,  as  well  as  the  resolution  regarding  the  death  of 
Dr.   Chichester,  should  all  be  printed  in  the  Annual   Report. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  five  members  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  to  take  the  place  of  those  whose  terms  expired  at  this  time.  The 
president  appointed  Mr.  McWilliams  and  Mr.  Haskell  a  committee  on  nom- 
ination. The  committee  nominated  the  following  gentlemen :  Thomas  Tem- 
pleton,  Daniel  K.  Pearsons,  M.D.,  Stephen  W.  Rawson,  Albert  A.  Sprague  and 
Edward  T.  Blair.     The  report  was  accepted  and  the  committee  discharged. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Secretary  was  unanimously  instructed  to 
cast  the  ballot  of  the  meeting  for  the  above  named  gentlemen.  He  did  so  and 
the  president  announced  the  gentlemen  mentioned  elected. 

On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned.

To  the  Members  of  the  Society: 

The  Twentieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital  repeats  the  story  of  the 
past  of  much  done  and  of  much  needed.  The  latter  is  emphasized  by  the  in- 
creasing demands  which  only  surgical  and  medical  skill,  careful  nursing  and 
proper  appliances  can  adequately  meet.  The  modern  methods  of  alleviating 
suffering  and  restoring  health  speak  for  themselves,  and  a  record  of  the  closing 
year  is  in  many  ways  better  than  preceding  ones,  so  we  may  look  back  with 
satisfaction  and  forward  with  confidence. 

Last  November  the  Illinois  Training  School  for  Nurses  notified  the  Board 
of  Managers  that  in  accordance  with  a  clause  in  their  contract  with  us  for  sup- 
plying nurses,  it  would  discontinue  this  service  on  November  1,  1903,  owing 
to  the  already  heavy  and  increasing  demands  upon  its  force.  This  Training 
School  has  co-operated  with  the  Hospital  since  July  15,  1888,  and  we  are  grate- 
ful for  the  relations  that  aided  this  work.  The  termination  of  this  contract 
made  imperative  what  has  been  considered  best  for  the  Hospital's  advancement, 
the  establishment  of  its  own  Training  School.  The  expense  of  such  a  step 
would  have  been  a  serious  obstacle  but  for  the  generosity  of  friends  who  re- 
sponded very  liberally  to  the  call,  and  $40,000  necessary  for  the  provision  of  a 
suitable  home  for  nurses  was  secured.  Two  residences  at  the  northwest  corner 
of  Ashland  boulevard  and  Congress  street,  three  blocks  from  the  Hospital,  were 
bought  at  a  great  bargain,  thoroughly  renovated,  and  are  now  ready  for  occu- 
pancy,  accommodating  between   forty  and  fifty  nurses. 

We  have  also  had  liberal  donations  of  books,  chairs,  silverware,  refrigera- 
tors, etc.,  etc.,  for  all  of  which  we  are  grateful. 
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We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  as  Principal,  Miss  M.  Helena  McMil- 
lan, formerly  connected  with  the  Lakeside  Hospital  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  where 
she  organized,  and  for  five  years  ably  conducted,  its  Training  School  for 
Nurses.  Prior  to  this  time  she  was  two  years  Lady  Superintendent  of  the 
Training  School  of  the  Kingston,  Ontario,  Hospital. 

A  number  of  applicants  have  already  been  accepted  and  undoubtedly  our 
school  will  be  soon  another  source  of  satisfaction  to  the  public  and  to  the 
Hospital  where  the  standard  and  experience  will  advance  the  high  profession 
of  nursing. 

The  Memorial  Institute  for  Infectious  Diseases,  supported  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Harold  F.  McCormick,  has  renewed  its  contract  with  the  Hospital  for  another 
year.  The  success  of  the  first  year's  work  is  shown  by  the  medical  report  of 
that  division. 

A  most  welcome  bequest  of  $25,000,  made  by  the  late  Mr.  George  Scott, 
was  gratefully  received  this  year. 

Members  of  the  Medical  Board  have  generously  added  to  and  completed  the 
X-ray  room  outfit,  so  that  now  the  Hospital  possesses  thoroughly  approved 
apparatuses  for  this  indispensable  branch  of  the  work,  and  which  is  the  most 
complete  of  its  kind  west  of  New  York. 

A  Maternity  wing  and  a  ward  building  are  so  plainly  and  urgently  needed 
that  it  seems  superfluous  to  enter  a  special  plea  for  them,  but  the  one  large 
offer  made  some  time  since  remains  alone,  neither  addition  is  nearer  a  fact  than 
a  year  ago,  and  yet  the  importance  of  the  accommodations  they  would  both 
afford  is  more  keenly  felt  every  day  by  those  interested  in  the  relief  possible 
for  the  sick  and  the  afflicted. 

The  Easter  offering  for  1902  fell  below  that  of  the  two  years  previous, 
giving  an  unexpected  disappointment.  The  Hospital  does  not  regard  creed 
nor  nationality  in  its  work,  and  members  of  different  religious  denominations 
have  given  freely  to  both  endowment  and  income.  Yet  its  name  suggests  that  it 
must  lean  on  the  Presbyterian,  people  for  its  more  regular  support.  The 
Easter  Sunday  collections  offer  opportunities  to  Presbyterians  who  are  not 
reached  by  frequent  appeals  during  the  year,  and  liberal  contributions  at  this 
time  will  materially  aid  in  current  expenses. 

The  Board  has  to  record,  with  sorrow,  the  death  of  two  of  its  members, 
and  one  member  of  the  Medical  Board :  Henry  M.  Sherwood,  who  served 
for  many  years  on  the  Board  of  Managers;  Dr.  W.  J.  Chichester,  Chairman  of 
the  Clerical  Board,  whose  interest  in  this  cause  was  active  and  practical  during 
the  five  years  he  was  associated  with  it;  Dr.  E.  T.  Dickerman,  Assistant 
Aurist,  who  gave  willingly  of  his  time  and  skill. 

We  regret  that  Mr.  Lewis  H.  Davis,  for  several  years  a  faithful  and  gen- 
erous member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  felt  called  upon  to  resign  his  position 
during  the  past  year. 

We  desire  to  express  hearty  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Medical  Board 
for  their  skill  and  service;  to  Dr.  Nesmith  and  to  Miss  Riedle,  and  to  the 
heads  of  the  various  departments  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  various 
duties;  and  to  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  for  its  valuable  assistance.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Chicago: 

Gentlemen  : — In  presenting  this,  the  Twentieth  Annual  Report,  permit 
me  to  submit  the  following : 

Since  the  opening  of  this  Hospital  for  the  admission  of  patients  in  1883, 
there  have  been  treated  up  to  the  close  of  the  Hospital  year,  ending  March  31, 
1903,  32,641  patients.  Of  this  number  2,670  were  admitted  last  year,  or  93  in 
excess  of  the  previous  year's  record.  The  total  days  of  treatment  was  68,308. 
Of  these  22,588  were  full  pay,  23,240  part  pay,  and  22,480  entirely  free,  making 
as  a  percentage  only  34  per  cent  full  pay,  and  66  per  cent  free  and  part  pay, 
which  is  6  per  cent  more  than  last  year.  The  total  days  of  treatment  was  a 
little  less  than  the  year  previous  owing  to  the  closing  of  the  Children's  Ward 
on  account  of  an  epidemic  of  measles,  scarlet  fever,  etc.  The  number  of  days 
of  free  treatment  was  2,145  more  than  last  year.  The  cost  of  free  dressings 
amounted  to  $309.50,  and  the  number  619.  In  other  words,  the  figures  given 
are  all  in  excess  of  the  previous  year  with  the  one  exception  noted,  showing 
that  the  work  of  the  Hospital  continues  to  grow  steadily  in  all  directions. 

In  the  Maternity  service  57  babies  were  born,  with  5  deaths.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  in  the  entire  Hospital  was  169. 

In  the  Memorial  Institute  for  Infectious  Diseases  121  were  admitted.  There 
were  four  deaths.  We  certainly  have  cause  for  congratulation  in  recording 
this  low  mortality  in  the  treatment  of  this  terrible  disease,  especially  considering 
the  fact  that  two  of  these  patients  died  less  than  twenty-four  hours  after  admis- 
sion and  the  other  two  living  but  a  week. 

The  need  for  larger  and  better  facilities  becomes  more  and  more  appar- 
ent in  the  Children's  Ward,  inasmuch  as  the  present  means  are  particularly 
inadequate  for  isolation.  The  result  is  the  closing  of  the  ward  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose  of  fumigation  and  sterilization.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
may  soon  be  remedied,  for  the  need  is  indeed  an  urgent  one.  The  instances 
are  many  when  we  have  been  obliged  to  turn  away  patients  for  want  of  suffi- 
cient beds,  not  only  in  the  wards  but  in  the  rooms. 

The  Maternity  service  stands  much  in  need  of  a  proper  building,  as  has 
been  noted  in  former  reports.  A  new  building  for  the  treatment  of  free 
patients,  another  for  women,  and  still  another  for  private  patients,  would  be 
the  means  of  equipping  this  Hospital  amply  for  a  number  of  years  to  come. 
All  three   are  much  needed  beyond   any  possible   doubt. 

The  scientific  work  of  the  institution  is  progressing  well  with  that  of  the 
humanitarian,  and  we  are  much  indebted  to  the  Medical  Staff  for  their  gener- 
osity in  placing  our  X-ray  department  upon  a  footing  second  to  none  in  the 
entire  country.  We  now  have  X-ray  machines,  three  in  number,  for  the  treat- 
ment of  diseases  and  for  diagnoses ;  also  one  of  the  latest  improvements  known 
as  the  Finsen  light.  The  Hospital  has  aided  the  Medical  Staff  in  this  work 
by  helping  to  furnish  a  waiting  room  for  patients  requiring  treatment. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  means  may  be  at 
hand    for    giving    us    more    complete    furnishings    and    equipments.     At    present 
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tiled  floors  exist  only  on  the  first  story  of  the  building.  Our  desire  is  that  this 
work  may  be  extended  over  the  entire  six  floors,  not  only  from  a  sanitary  point 
of  view  but  for  the  reason  that  much  less  care  would  be  required  in  keeping 
them  clean.  At  present  we  are  compelled  to  use  linoleum  on  the  floors  men- 
tioned, which  is  expensive  and  at  best  lasts  but  a  short  time,  and  is  not  at  all 
what  we  would  wish. 

The  present  house  telephone  service  has  outlived  its  usefulness,  and  should 
be  replaced  by  one  of  the  modern  systems  in  order  to  answer  more  readily 
the  numerous  calls  which  are  made  upon  it  constantly.  A  system  of  noise- 
less indicators,  also  shaded  lights  for  wards  and  rooms,  seems  most  imperative. 

It  is  the  custom  of  this  institution  to  remove  the  patients  to  rooms  es- 
pecially appointed  for  dressings.  This  necessitates  the  use  of  many  wheel- 
stretchers,  and  while  we  have  a  number,  it  is  very  desirable  to  have  this  number 
increased  in  order  to  facilitate  this  branch  of  the  work. 

Additional  plumbing  and  portable  bath  tubs  are  needed  in  order  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  medical  service,  as  was  clearly  shown  last  year,  by  reason 
of  the  increase  of  typhoid  patients  treated,  the  treatment  for  the  most  part 
being  after  the  Brand  method. 

The  establishment  of  a  department  for  the  care  of  mental  diseases  is  now  a 
fact,  but  at  present  we  have  almost  no  facilities  with  which  to  treat  these 
cases  in  the  most  approved  fashion,  and  by  this  I  refer  to  the  proper  space 
for  an  equipment  which  would  give  baths  of  all  kinds,  massage,  electricity, 
and  rest.  This  it  seems  to  me  is  most  important  in  order  to  make  a  success 
of  this  new  undertaking. 

Let  us  hope  that  funds  may  soon  be  forthcoming  to  carry  on  these  es- 
pecial needs  which  I  have  mentioned,  in  order  that  the  standard  of  a  modern 
hospital  may  be  maintained. 

The  unusual  amount  of  free  work,  together  with  the  increased  cost  of  sup- 
plies, means  a  corresponding  increase  of  expenditure,  which  fact  should  be 
kept  in  mind  in  summing  up  the  results  of  the  year. 

The  re-establishment  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  School  for  Nurses  is 
now  in  hand,  and  the  school  in  due  season  will  take  entire  charge  of  the 
nursing  of  this  institution.  Endowments  will  be  required  to  make  this  a 
model  school,  the  plans  of  which  have  been  so  ably  formulated  by  the  Train- 
ing School  Committee.  A  large  part  of  the  amount  necessary  for  the  found- 
ing of  the  school  was  provided  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  the  example 
set  by  them  in  their  liberality  must  undoubtedly  stimulate  others  to  aid  in  pro- 
curing the  necessary  endowment.  The  school  is  fortunate  in  having  secured 
as  Principal  Miss  McMillan,  formerly  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital  Training 
School  for  Nurses  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  who  brings  to  her  work  experience 
and  enthusiasm. 

It  is  our  sad  duty  at  this  time  to  record  the  deaths  of  three  co-workers, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  William  J.  Chichester,  and  Mr.  Henry  M.  Sherwood,  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  Dr.  Edward  T.  Dickerman,  of  the  Medical  Staff.  The 
loss  which  the  Hospital  sustains  in  this  great  affliction  that  has  been  visited 
upon  it  is  unusually  great  and  most  keenly  felt.     The  influence  of  such  lives  is

inestimable,   and   our    loss    is   one    which    is  personal   as    well   as   general   and 
widespread. 

The  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  under  the  energetic  and  untiring  leadership  of 
their  President,  Mrs.  Charles  D.  Hamill,  have  given  us  their  support  with  the 
same  cordiality  as  in  former  years,  and  to  them  we  wish  to  express  our  sin- 
cere appreciation  for  their  faithful  efforts.  The  services  of  the  Medical  Staff 
in  so  many  instances,  and  I  should  add  in  the  majority  of  cases,  has  been  ab- 
solutely free  and  the  friends  of  this  Hospital  are  very  grateful  for  their  unsel- 
fish devotion.     No  patient  has  ever  been  denied  treatment  for  the  want  of  funds. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  our  President,  Mr.  Ernest  A.  Hamill,  for  the 
Christmas  dinner  this  year,  the  same  as  last,  and  also  part  of  the  Thanks- 
giving dinner. 

The  housekeeping  in  the  efficient  hands  of  Miss  Riedle  has  maintained  its 
usual  order  of  excellence. 

To  Miss  Patterson  and  Mr.  Bacon  we  owe  numerous  pleasant  entertain- 
ments given  in  the  Hospital  which  were  of  much  benefit  to  the  patients. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  the  Medical  Staff,  and  the  Ladies'  Aid, 
together  with  the  employees  I  wish  to  express  my  hearty  appreciation  for  their 
usual  interest  and  untiring  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  welfare  of  this  institution.

RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 


TO 


The     Presbyterian     Hospital 


i.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  or  serious  illness  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  A.  M.  and  5  o'clock 
P.  M. 

They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  when  they  will  be 
examined  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  or  some  other  phys- 
ician or  surgeon  appointed  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

In  case  the  patient  cannot  apply  in  person,  the  Medical  Superintendent 
shall  satisfy  himself  that  the  case  is  a  proper  one  for  the  Hospital,  before  ad- 
mission can  be  granted. 

3.  Any  physician  or  surgeon  may  send  to  the  Hospital  such  pay  patients 
as  may  be  properly  admitted,  but  no  patient  shall  be  admitted  to  any  of  the 
endowed  beds,  except  by  permission  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  or  upon 
the  recommendation  of  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  signed  by  the 
President. 

4.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  of  a  physician  or  some  reputable  person  in  their  neighborhood,  if  not 
recommended  by  a  member  of  the  Medical  Board,  and  in  no  instance  shall  a 
patient  who  is  able  to  pay  be  admitted  without  such  a  certificate. 

5.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Hospital  longer  than  three 
months,  except  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon. 
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FREE    BEDS    AND    MEMBERS 


A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients 
to  a  free  bed  in  a  room  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients 
to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients 
to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  for  life  of  donor. 

A  donation  of  three  hundred  dollars  annually  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
a  patient  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards. 

A   donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  constitutes   the  donor  a  life 
member  of  the  institution. 


A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member.

RULES   FOR  VISITORS 


i.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  on  Sundays,  Tuesdays,  and 
Thursdays,  from  2  to  4  p.  m.,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permission. 

2.  General  visiting  will  not  be  allowed  on  Sundays. 

3.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted  to  see  any  patient,  and 
children  will  not  be  admitted  except  by  special  permission. 

4.  No  male  visitor,  except  a  near  relative,  will  be  admitted  to  the  female 
wards ;  and  no  female  visitor,  except  a  near  relative,  will  be  admitted  to  the 
male  wards. 

5.  Articles  of  food  or  drink  must  not  be  carried  into  the  wards;  they 
must  be  left  with  the  head  nurse  of  the  floor,  and  if  approved  by  the  physicians 
will  be  sent  to  the  patient. 

6.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hospital ; 
must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends,  and  leave  the  building 
promptly  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell  announcing  the  end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from 
the  premises.

The  Library  Committee  would  report  that  during  the  past  fiscal  year  twelve 
meetings  have  been  held.

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WORK  OF  BIBLE  CLASS  D 


Sabbath  afternoon  service  is  held  in  the  Chapel  at  4  o'clock.  This  is  under 
the  auspices  of  Bible  Class  D  of  the  Third  Presbyterian  Church  and  has  been 
carried  on  by  them  continuously  for  the  past  thirteen  years. 

This  service  is  for  Bible  study  and  provides  for  the  children  as  well  as  older 
people,  the  little  ones  who  are  unable  to  walk  or  be  wheeled  into  the  Chapel 
being  carried  thither  in  their  beds  by  the  young  men. 

After  opening  exercises  the  International  Sunday  School  lesson  is  studied, 
the  adults  being  led  by  one  of  the  teachers  of  Class  D  and  the  children  by  Mr.  H. 
W.  Wyckoff,  whose  work  with  them  has  been  eminently  successful. 

This  service  is  preceded  by  a  short  gathering  of  the  workers  for  prayer,  after 
which  the  different  floors  and  wards  are  visited  for  the  purpose  of  inviting  the 
patients  to  attend  the  service  and,  when  necessary,  assisting  them  to  the  Chapel. 

A  chorus  of  the  young  men  furnishes  music  for  the  Chapel  and  a  mixed 
quartet  sings  on  the  different  floors. 

On  Christmas,  Easter  and  Children's  Day  special  services  are  held,  the  Chapel 
being  appropriately  decorated  with  evergreens  and  flowers,  an  excellent  musical 
program  provided  and  a  short  talk  given  by  one  of  our  city  pastors. 

About  fifteen  young  men  of  Class  D,  assisted  by  four  or  five  young  ladies, 
have  been  engaged  in  this  work  during  the  past  year. 
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REPORT   OF  THE   MISSIONARY 


The  Christian  work  of  the  week  at  the  Hospital  naturally  arranges  itself  under 
two  heads — the  daily  services  and  personal  visitation. 

There  has  been  an  average  of  six  meetings  a  week  held  during  the  year  (with 
the  exception  of  the  month  of  August),  making  a  total  of  288.  The  number 
usually  held  during  the  week  is  eight.  Sometimes  the  service  is  given  up 
because  of  the  serious  condition  of  a  patient.  The  meetings  are  held  in  the  wards 
in  regular  rotation,  that  in  the  Armour  ward  on  Friday  being  the  largest,  as  the 
convalescent  patients  from  all  over  the  house  gather  for  this  service.  The  ser- 
vices consist  of  singing,  prayer  and  a  brief  scripture  lesson.  We  are  very  grate- 
ful for  the  fact  that  notwithstanding  the  varied  character  of  a  hospital  audience, 
the  meetings  have  been  warmly  welcomed. 

In  personal  visitation  the  results  are  more  clearly  seen.  Here  religious  diffi- 
culties can  be  met  and  definitely  dealt  with.  There  have  been  at  least  twenty 
converts  among  adults  (a  careful  estimate  has  not  been  kept)  and  twenty  among 
the  children  over  ten  years  of  age,  making  a  total  of  forty  conversions. 

Much  of  the  personal  work  has  been  among  those  who  were  already  Christians 
but  who  needed  help  and  encouragement.  Several  who  had  grown  cold  and 
indifferent  in  their  Christian  living  have,  because  of  the  goodness  of  God  to  them 
in  their  sickness,  returned  to  Him  in  love  and  allegiance. 

Most  of  the  personal  work  among  the  children  has  been  done  by  Mr.  Wyckoff 
of  Bible  Class  D,  who  has  been  very  much  used  and  blessed  of  God  in  this  line  of 
service. 

Owing  to  the  kindness  of  a  member  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  of  the 
Hospital,  we  have  had  flowers  to  distribute  among  the  patients.  Through  the 
generosity  of  another  member,  there  have  been  about  one  hundred  New  Testaments 
and  forty  of  the  Moody  colportage  books  also  given  to  the  patients.  These  have 
not  been  given  indiscriminately,  but  to  those  only  who  really  desired  them. 

We  wish  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  consideration  and  kindness  shown  to 
us  and  the  work  by  the  Superintendent  and  Matron,  the  doctors  and  nurses,  and 
all  others  connected  with  the  institution. 

We  humbly  thank  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  blessing  that  has  rested  upon 
the  teaching  of  His  word,  for  the  answers  to  prayers  that  have  gone  up  to  Him 
from  distressed  souls  in  this  house,  for  the  comfort  and  strength  given  to  the  weak 
and  discouraged.  We  earnestly  entreat  His  guidance  and  blessing  in  the  coming 
year.
